The Oneitln Disaster. 


DETAILK35 ACCOUNT OF TUB LOSS OP THE 


tl. S. HTEAMEB ONEIDA—OKE ITONPRED 
A2fD TWBNTT LIVES LGST—LIST OF THE 
SAVED. 
The San Francisco GJirontdt, of March 


3, says: By the bark Benefactress, from 
Japan, we are in receipt of a detailed ac- 
count of one of the most dreadful marine 
disasters which it hits everlbeeii our duty 
to chronicle. 
The United States acrew 


fcteamship Oneida (third rate), 1,032 tons 
burden, carrying eight guns and 17ti offi- 
cers imd men, was run mto by the passen- 
ger steamer Bombay, near Yokohama, Ja- 
pan, 
sunk within fifteen minutes after- 


waid. carrying down 120 of tho officers 
and crew. 


The following ia taken from, the Jupon 


Qasette of tho 29th of January: 


This most appalling disaster occurred on 


the evening of the 34fch of January, at 
about «x o'clock, -within a few mile* of 
the anchorage in our harbor, which she 
had left less than a couple of hours before. 
The vessel had been in and out of Yoko- 
biuna and the other Japanese ports -con- 
stantly during the past two yeara, and his 
officers were more than ordinarily well 
mown and well liked ashore. 
As they 


were leaving the station, homeward bound 
farewell festivities had been' accorded to 
them during the preceding week, and 
they left accompanied by the cordial good i 
wishes of all their acquaintances, aHoat 
and ashore. Yet within two hours after; 
their departure, of « complement of ofli- j 
cers and men numbering one hundred and ! 
seventy-six, including Dr. Suddards and 
two junior officers, were .left to tell the 
tale of tho disaster that had resulted in 
their ship and their comrades finding a 
watery grave. The iron steamer Bombay, 
belonging to the Pacific and Orientnl Com- 
pany, ran into her, and she sunk In fifteen 
inmates thereafter.

shortened. 
It was evident to all that tho 


ship was a total wreck. 


The Bombay did not stop, but proceed- 


ed on her way, and as the guna happened 
to be loaded, under circumstances already 
detailed, they were fired at short internals 
to attract th'e attention of the Bombay and 
bring her back. The order had been giv- 
en tr> "lower Kiray tho boats," but the iife- 
boat WHS the only one available, an the 
cutter was in the cradle inboard, and, IIB 
already stated, the gig had beon earned 
away. 


Tho life boat was manned by Dr. Sud- 


daide, a boatttwain, and fifteen of the 
crew going • aboard of her. Five guns 


discharged the vessel sank. The life-boat

the crew of the life-boat, after pulling 
about, fora while, saw none of the crew 
floating, not oue of which "was about five 
milo-s distant They launched the boat 
about half-^ast eight o'clock p, m., and 
were kindly treated by the natives on 
ihore, and having obtained the assistance 
of one oE them as a guide, they started to 
walk to Yokohama, whicix they reached 
about daylight.

proceeding oa her way, the life boat at- 
temrted'to overtake a large junk, to induce 
it to come to their assistance: but, the 
junk ruuu.ug-before the wind, they were 
unir :< tu catch up with, her, and turned 
arou id to cro back to the jslnp, but they 
could not see her.
